The 
work, of course, is subject to drastic 
restrictions by the German Govern-* 
jnent aa4 it not nearly so extensive^ 


as the committee would like to make 
it.i Still some concessions have been 
secured from the central powers, 


Since the United StateS entered 


the war, Americans have not been 
exactly popular in Germany. There 
was a hig Yankee Y. M. C. A. organ- 
i'lation looking after Allied prison- 
ers in the Fatherland prior to April, 
1917, but when Uncle Sam got tired 
of fooling and went to fighting, the 
workers were handed their hats. 
Most of them came out with Am- 
bassador James W. Gerard, but the 
Germans had confidence enough in 
Conrad Hoffman, one of the "Y" 
leaders in the work among the pris- 
oners, to allow him to remain for 
several months. 


• When it became necessary for the 
Americans to leave, the Y. M. C. A.

How te Induce Old Hen to Take Place 


of Artificial Brooder—Transfer

Hens are often used to raise incu- 


bator-hatclu'd chicks and to take the 
place of the artificial brooder, a prac- 
tice that la in operation on many poul- 
try farms, A few eggs ore put under 
the hen four or n%e days before the 
Incubator is to hatch. In the e>oiling 
following the hatch of the Incubator, 
nfter the chickens are thoroughly dry, 
one or two are put under tho lion, and 
If ehe Is found to mother them proper- 
ly, the next evening ns manv t.iore ire 
added as she can brood or care for 
properly. 
Bens 
will 
successfully 


brood 10 to 15 chickens early In *lie 
breeding season, and 18 to 25 tn w urn 
weather, depending upon the size of 
the hen. This method of handling 
chickens does away with the artificial 
brooder, and where one has only a 
small number of chickens to raise it in 
B very easy manner la which to handle 
them, and also a good method when 
It Is desired to raise separately special 
lots of chicks. It should be borne in 
mind. In adding chickens to a hen 
which already has some to brood, that 
it Is best to add those of the s:ime 
color and age as the ones already with 
her, as the hen will often pick the la- 
ter arrivals If they are of a color dif- 
ferent from the ones she Is already 
brooding 
As a rule this transfeiring 


should take place at night, although 
•with a quite docile hen It can be done 
In the morning.

He is 
fairly well kept out of touch with 
his own land but -occasionally he 
learns that he has not been for- 
gotten. The Y. M. C. A. is one o£ 
the agencies that keeps the line of 
communication open. 
*• In a quiet way, the InternationalH 
Committee, through its JSuropean 
agencies, is doing a great" deal to 
ameliorate the condition of Yankee 
prisoners of war in Germany. The 
work, of course, is subject to drastic 
restrictions by the German Govern-* 
jnent aa4 it not nearly so extensive^ 


as the committee would like to make 
it.i Still some concessions have been 
secured from the central powers, 


Since the United StateS entered 


the war, Americans have not been 
exactly popular in Germany. There 
was a hig Yankee Y. M. C. A. organ- 
i'lation looking after Allied prison- 
ers in the Fatherland prior to April, 
1917, 
but when Uncle Sam got tired 


of fooling and went to fighting, the 
workers were handed their hats. 
Most of them came out with Am- 
bassador James W. Gerard, but the 
Germans had confidence enough in 
Conrad Hoffman, one of the "Y" 
leaders in the work among the pris- 
oners, to allow him to remain for 
several months. 


• When it became necessary for the 
Americans to leave, the Y. M. C. A. 
activities were placed in the hands 
of neutrals, mainly Swiss and Scan- 
danavian.

TO RAISE INCUBATOR CHICKS 


How te Induce Old Hen to Take Place 


of Artificial Brooder—Transfer 


•t Night 


<T*r«I>are<J by tho United States Depart- 
ment ot Agriculture ) 


Hens are often used to raise incu- 


bator-hatclu'd chicks and to take the 
place of the artificial brooder, a prac- 
tice that la in operation on many poul- 
try farms, A few eggs ore put under 
the hen four or n%e days before the 
Incubator is to hatch. In the e>oiling 
following the hatch of the Incubator, 
nfter the chickens are thoroughly dry, 
one or two are put under tho lion, and 
If ehe Is found to mother them proper- 
ly, the next evening ns manv t.iore ire 
added as she can brood or care for 
properly. 
Bens 
will 
successfully 


brood 10 to 15 chickens early In *lie 
breeding season, and 18 to 25 tn w urn 
weather, depending upon the size of 
the hen. This method of handling 
chickens does away with the artificial 
brooder, and where one has only a 
small number of chickens to raise it in 
B very easy manner la which to handle 
them, and also a good method when 
It Is desired to raise separately special 
lots of chicks. It should be borne in 
mind. In adding chickens to a hen 
which already has some to brood, that 
it Is best to add those of the s:ime 
color and age as the ones already with 
her, as the hen will often pick the la- 
ter arrivals If they are of a color dif- 
ferent from the ones she Is already 
brooding 
As a rule this transfeiring 


should take place at night, although 
•with a quite docile hen It can be done 
In the morning.
